She says that each time 
she approached her or- 
dained husband with the 
accusations, he became so 
angry at her that finally he 
beat her up. 

She consequently went 
to the police and filed a 
complaint against him. 

According to her, her 
husband became so in- 
furiated by her action that 
he pulled a gun on her. 

What happened after 


that point was never made 
completely clear during 
the testimony, however, 
the woman admitted she 
was convicted of mans- 
laughter by a jury and 
placed on probation. 

She says that from the 
time of her husband's 
eath until 1970 Rev. 
Futrell was attempting to 
“bring her out of her shell” 
by talking to her and of- 
tering her his friendship.

Born June 10, 1876 in 
Appomatox Court House, 
Va., in the home of her 
maternal grandfather, John 
Diuguid, a free man, she 
was the first child of 
Thomas and Frances 
Isbell. The Isbell Plantation 
was famous and 
noteworthy because of the 
fact that it was in the 
parlor of this home that 
Gen. Robert E. Lee 
surrendered to Gen. 
Ulysses Grant, thus ending 
“the. Civil War. 

omas Isbell, 13 years 
old at the time, witnessed 
the historical event. From a 
treetop, he observed the 
two Generals approaching 
one another in a field. 

‘When Dr. Blake was 
three years old, the: family 
moved to Columbus. After 
completing public school 
and graduatin - high. 
school in 48 4, she 
pursued a teacher's 
course, graduating in 1896. 
She had been a faithfu! 
member of Second Baptist 
Church until 1896 when 
she joined the Seventh Day 
Adventist Church and soon 
became a _ missionary 
nurse. 

Her biography, which 
would fill a lengthy chapter 
of any history book, 
reports that the missionary 
nurse's role led her to the 
American Medical 
Missionary College in 
Battle Creek, Mich. There 


she studied and practiced 
under the instruction of Dr. 


John Harvey Kellogg 
Impressed by her 
scholastic ability, he 


encouraged and assisted 
her in pursuing a medical 
course. She graduated as 
a physician in the class of 
1902. 

She then

South High Graduate Serves 
On Governor’s Job Task Force 


Ron Reese, a 1976 
graduate of South High 
School, recently served on 
the Governor's ‘Youth 
Task Force on Jobs.” 

Reese, with 15° other 
young adults, was com- 
missioned by Governor 
Rhodes in December 1975 
to study and develop 
solutions to the problem of 
youth employment. 

The nine-month study 
was. concluded last Sep- 
tember with a comprehen- 
sive report to the governor 
and the Ohio General 
Assembly. 

Reese said ‘the task 
force. visited Anchor 
Hocking Glass Corp., Arm- 
co Steel, Rockwell In- 
ternational Columbus 
Aircraft Division and Good- 
year Tire and Rubber. 

“We met with labor and 
management officials,” 
Reese told the CALL- 
POST, “and talked with 
them about the problems 
in rf companies.” 

“Then we met among 
ourselves and developed 
recommendations.” 

Major proposals in- 
cluded expanded career 
education, job application 
skill instruction, a. state- 
wide plan for vocational 
education, redesign of 
college - preparation 
programs and appren- 
ticeship programs. 

Reese said vocational 
education programs need 
to be continued and ex- 
plained more to the public, 
‘to ‘take away the feeling 
that they are just for bad 
students.” 


In college preparation, 
he said more emphasis 
needs to be placed on 
basic skills such as math, 
English and writing skills. 

egarding. appren- 
ticeship skills, Reese said 
the committee recommen- 
ded that a test be develop 
to measure students’ 


abilities so that they don't 
have to repeat courses that 
they have already taken. 

Reese, a business .ad- 
ministration and accoun- 
ting major at The Ohio 
State University, is vice 
president of the Eastern 
Region of the National Of- 


fice Education Associa- 
tion. He is the son of Mr. 
and Mrs. ‘Lias Reese of 
1472 E. Deshler.

In an article prepared for 
the CALL-POST, Arcenaux

“The compliance program 
monitors minority in- 
volvement in all new 
building contracts as well 
as repair work. This office 
also has the responsibility 
for monitoring minority in- 
volvement with the ma 
vendors that do busingés 
with the system.” 

Though there has* been 
considerable cooperation 
on the part of contractors 
working with the system in 
meeting minority goals, 
there still is a need for 
young minority men and 
women in the appren- 
ticeship training program, 
Franklin said. 

The compliance office 
works closely with the 
Columbus Urban League 
and its LEAP program in 
trying to funnel qualified 
minorities into either the 
apprenticeship or jour- 
neyman programs of the 
various crafts. 

The contract compliance 
office is also responsible 
for monitoring the 
prevailing wage law of the 
state of Ohio. This law 
specifically states that all 
contractors working on 
public authority work must 
meet-the current prevailing 
wage schedule in their 
payment to their em- 
ployees. Recently, the 
system hired a prevailing 
wage coordinator to work 
in the compliance office 
and oversee this operation.

Boston's Coach Tom Heinsohn, knowing that 
everything's over except the final stats, has cleared his 
bench as well. 

But, wait! The Cobo Arena crowd of about 7,500 is ac- 

ally booing and qnerne. Any official explanations? 

Enter stage left Detroit's assistant Coach Larry Jones, 
who returned to his native Columbus recently due to a 
death in the family. 

“The fans haven't given Herb a chance. They still don't 
linderstand why management got rid of Ray Scott,” 
Jones reasons. in that incident, you might recall, 
Management and Scott were reportedly at each other's 
throats. Scott, a former Piston player, was six-foot six, 
and stood tall in Detroit's black community as well.

death of 65 year. old Walter 
L. Robinson, 1331 E. Long 
St., following an argument 
on Oct. 31. 

White’s mate, Annette 
Sanders, of his address, 
faces the grand jury on an 
obstructing justice charge 
after state charges were 
dismissed Nov. 4 in 
Municipal Court. Sander is 
charged with giving af in- 
wvestigating hamicide 
detective misleading 
information on the death. 

In that fatal altercation, 
detectives reported White 
and Sariders were drinking 
at Robinson's apartment 


whén an argument 
erupted. Robinson then 
asked White and Sanders 
to leave. However, the 
heated discussion ensued 
onto the sidewalk outside 
the apartment. 

Police said White 
produced a _ short-bladed 


pocket knife and stabbed -

Under a Federal court or- 
der, CPD is required to in- 
clude 45-percent blacks in 
each class. As a public 
service, the CALL & POST 
assigned a reporter to ob- 
serve some black police 
officers in various assign- 
ments to give potential ap- 
plicants a first-person view 
of police work from the in- 
side out. The following is 
the first in @ series.) 


The truth about plain- 
clothes and undercover 
police work is that it is of- 
ten dull, monotonous and 
boring. It can also be ex- 
citing and, yes, dangerous. 
It can be depressing: 
looking at life form the 
dirty side up tends to have 
that effect upon some 
people. it can also be per- 
sonally rewarding in. an 
emotional sense: in the 
final instance, after all, a 
police officer performs a 
valuable service to the 
community. 

The following is an ac- 
count of a night in the life 
of two black vice squad- 
men. This is not 
necessarily a typical tour. 
The vice squad, in addition 
to sometimes helping out 
other plainciothes units, is 
responsible for enforcing 
prostitution, gambling, and 
illicit liquor sales laws, em- 
ploying various techni- 
ques. Surveillance stake- 
outs, raids, decoy work 
and infiltration of “after- 
hours joints” are among 
the assignments vice cops 
can expect to draw. 

Because of the clandes- 
tine nature of their duties, 
the two officers observed 
by the reporter asked that 
their names not be used 
The names “J.C.” and 
“Ray” are fictitious. Other- 
wise, these are the facts, 
folks; just the facts. , 

It is a cold Friday night 
in October. On the third 
floor of police headquar- 
ters, in a room that resem- 
bles a classroom, six men 
and two women pee of- 
ficers gather to hear their 
aupervicor &@ sergeant, ex- 
plain the night's operation. 

There is some more or 
less “humorous” banter; 
not unlike the kidding 
around that goes on in a 
high school classroom 
before the teacher calls 
the class to order. 

The operation scheduled 
for this night involves “cat- 
ching tricks," that is, 
arresting men for attemp- 
ting -to solicit women for 
prostitution. The two 
women officers, one black, 
one white are to play 
hookers, patrolling a 
downtown streetcorner 
known to be frequented by 
prostitutes in the hopes 
that men who come into 
the area to buy sex will 
solicit them. 

After diagramming the 
area on a blackboard, 
pointing out the locations 
of each team = and 
describing the mechanics 
of how arrests are to be 
made, the sergeant dispat- 
ches his crew to the 
streets. 

My “partners,” J.C. and 
Ray, are to be’ “pimps.” 
Since they will be visible 
on the street, their 
blackness and the fiam- 
boyant style of their dress 
will, hopefully, render them 
inconspicuous to prospec- 
tive tricks. The fact that 
they are black is thought to 
be an element of 
camouflage. 

After checking out an 
unmarked car from the 
police motor pool, J.C., 
Ray and | proceed to the 
assigned location. Their 
car Is to be parked in an 
alley where it can serve as 
@ barrier helping to block

off a possible escape route 
when an arrest goes down. 
From the general tone of 
their conversation, | gather 
that neither J.C. nor Ray is 
exactly thrilled about the 
nature of their assignment. 
The presence of a reporter 
probably tends to inhivit 
their coriversation 
somewhat, so neither of 
them gripes openly. 
We are standing 
doorway on a downtown 
street, trying to ignore the 
chilly weather and trying at 
the same time ‘to look like 
street people. The disguise 
is apparently effective, for 
when Ray tries to ‘per- 
suade a couple of real 
prostitutes to leave the 
area; they refuse to believe 
is really The Man. the inter- 
vention of the sergeant 
convinces them it would 
be in their best interests to 
take the night off or ply 
their trade elsewhere.

trom our position, we 
can see the two women of- 
ficers ‘“‘on the stroll,” 
walking aimessly back and 
forth on the opposite 
streetcorner. Although 
neither of them is dressed 
in an extraordinary style, 
the fact that they are 
pacing the corner in the 
dark of night is sufficient 
to make them appear to be 
“working girls.” 

“This. isn't our usual 
assignment,” Ray says. 
“Mostly, we work the bars 
and after hours joints. You 
know, we hang out, talk to 
people, get to know where 
illegal liquor is being sold, 
where the prostitution ac- 
tion is, where the poker 
gamies are stuff like 
that.” 

J.C. is keeping -his eye 
on the corner. He in- 
terrupts our conversation 
suddenly. 

| think Monica has one,” 
he says. 

We watch as the woman 
walks over to talk to three 
men in a pickup truck. Ray 
puts the walkie-talkie to 
his mouth and informs the 
sergeant and the other 
team of officers what is 
transpiring. 

Monica (not her real 
name) climbs into the cab 
of the pickup, squeezing in 
with the three occupants. 
The truck starts slowly 
around the corner, and 
J.C. tells the walkie-talkie, 
giving a description of the 
vehicle and the direction it 
is traveling. 

According to the plan, 
Monica is to tell her would 
be customers to turn into 
the alley and pull up 
behind the parked car to 
make sure they are not 
being followed. As they do, 
the other two teams move 
in, blocking the suspect's 
vehicle from the front, rear 
and side.

the. surprised “trick” to 
police headquarters for 
booking. The offense is a 
minor misdemeanor, but it 
is hoped that the em- 
barrassment, incon- 
venience and expense of 
being busted will 
discourage the violator 
trom patronizing 
prostitutes in the future. 

Does it have the desired 
effect? 

“Who knows?" J.C. 
shrugs. 

While the bust is going 
down, J.C. and Ray are 
watching the other woman 
on the corner. In the hours 
between 11 and 1 a.m., the 
fish are biting faster than 
they can haul them into the 
boat, but for J.C. and Ray, 
it's mostly just standing 
and watching and fighting 
the cold. ? 

From time to time, the 
walkie-talkie in J.C.’s 
pocket comes alive with 
chatter that is incom- 
prehensivie to the reporter. 
Most of it is routine con- 
versation that does not 
concern us. Occasionally, 
it is the sergeant asking for 
a status report. Then: 

“Any car in the down- 
town area: | have a 10-3 at 
the bus station. Man with a 
gun .,. police officer 
hostages..." 

We're running for the 
car, J.C., Ray, myself and 
the two women. A patrol 


car races by, its lights 
flashing, heac’ ‘n the 
direction of t ™ ound 
station. 

By the time we reach the 
scene, it’s all but over. 


Police vehicles of every 
description, some with 
their doors hanging open 
and their roof beacons still 
flashing, are everywhere. 

The bus station is full of 
cops, uniforms and plain- 
clothes. The uniforms are 
especially jumpy — one of 
their brothers has been 
shot. The assailant has 
been apprehended, but it 
seems that not all of them 
are sure. 

“Where'd you get. that 
police radio, boy?" a 
uniformed officer growls 
when he notices the 
walkie-talkie in Ray's 
pocket. 

As we head back to the 
car, J.C. remarks that he is 
not sorry we got there after 
the action. “It could get 
kind of scary, two black 
guys, dressed like we are, 
charging into a situation 
like that with drawn guns, 
you know?” 

No one-answers. There 
is no need for an answer. 
We all know what he 
means. 

The’ rest of the tour is 
strictly routine. It is getting 
late, after 2:30 a.m. The 
streets are dead.

In an hour or two, it will 
be dawn. We head back to

Judge Allows Dismissal Of 2nd 
Murder Rap Against Covicted 
Slayer Serving Life Sentence 


An aggravated murder 
charge with death penalty 
specifications was 
dismissed last week in 
Common Pleas Court 
against convicted mur- 
derer Jack Searcy Jr., for- 
merly of 1227 Metro Ave. 


The murder charge was 
filed against Searcy, 31, in 
connection with the attem- 
pted robbery and shotgun 
slaying of William Ruh, 33, 
manager of an Eastside 
pizza shop. Ruh’s body 
and delivery vehicle were 
found in heavy foliage off 
Alum Creek on Aug. 30, 
1975. 


Judge Tommy Thomp- 
son, who had earlier sen- 
tenced Searcy to life im- 
prisonment for the 
aggravated murder of ex- 
con and reputed police in- 
formant William Peoples, 
25, granted prosecuting at- 
torney' Ron O'Brien's 
motion to drop the charge, 
leaving the murder un- 
solved. 


Searcy was convicted 
Sept. 29 in the People’s 
murder rap and is serving 
a life sentence~- in 
Lucasville Penitentiary. Ac- 
cording to police reports, 
People’s body was found 
with three bullet wounds to 
the face and upper body 
lying about three blocks 
from his home at 1965 
Rosemary Ct.

WITH EDUCATION

Remember Atlas, the 
fellow that carries the 
world on his shoulders? 

Larry Ward, a represen- 
tative of the Institute of 
Cultural Affairs, 
challenged participants in 
the recent day-long Bicen- 
tennial Education Town 
Meeting with a stary about 
Atlas. 


“Atlas was running 
along with the world on his 
shoulders,"" Ward related, 
“when he stopped and 
asked a guy to hold it for a 
minute while he got a drink 
of water. The next thing 
the guy knew, Atlas was 
running down the hill and 
the guy was standing there 
with the world on his 
shoulders. 

“You and | find our- 
selves in that kind of 
situation today,"’ Ward told 
the group. 

With that challenge on 
their shoulders, over 100 
Participants at the town 
meeting set out to identify 
the underlying problems of 
education and to come up 


with some creative 
proposals. 
Meeting at the office 


education building of the 
new Fort Hayes Career 
Center, participants in 
morning workshops listed 
their hopes and dreams 
and then came up with 
statements of the under- 
lying contradictions and 
challenges*to_education. 

In their statements 
defining the contradiction 
and challenge, common 
themes among the 
workshops were public 


apathy, resistance to 
equality and isolation. 
During afternoon 


sessions, two workshops 
labored over proposals 
while a third worked on a 
symbol, a story and a song 
to embody the day's chal- 
lenge and vision for the 
future. 

Many, of the final 
proposals centered on 
creating activities around 
common concerns, 
including one proposal 
that suggested monthly 
meetings on segregation - 
related topics. Other 
proposals included 
informing the community 
of elected representatives 
voting records; home visits 
by teachers; utilizing the 
community as a resource 
for learning and auditing 
projects and disseminating

information about 
discriminatory practices. 

While their parents 
attended workshops, child- 
ren had their own town 
meeting, coming up with 
their own approaches to 
the day's challenge. The 
younger set's proposals for 
new school regulations 
included “no detentions, 
no history, no 
paddeling(sic), thicker 
milkshakes, more field 
trips and nicer principals.” 

A student declaration of 
independence, written by 
Juana Banks and Bonita 
Churchill, stated: “We the 
youths of America want to 
go tflo a school that we 
enjoy. One with less fights 
and mean teachers. We 
want to speak up for our 
feelings. We want to learn 
but in our own way. And 
expect to be treated equal. 
We will help the future 
America be one we can be 
proud of,” 

For many participants, 
the most significant aspect 
of the day was not so much 
the written results but the 
process itself. Within each 
workshop, participants 
brainstormed together, and 
through a_ structured 
process organized their 
concerns and restated 
them in new ways. It was 
discovered that many 
concerns which on the 
ssurface seemed widely 
divergent could be traced 
back to the same underly- 
ing problems. 

Also peppering the day's 
events was the singing of a’ 
variety of songs including 
the first opportunity for 
many whites to sing (with 
words provided) the black 
national anthem.
